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FROM THE DIRECTOR’S DESK 


Educational Surveys are being carried out in the country for understanding the 
real situation of school education. 

The present study is a collective endeavour of the SCERT (WB) and DIET, 
Jalpaiguri. The objectives were to identify the areas in which children belonging 
to SC/ST and minority groups and children with special needs require support in 
some blocks, namely, Malbazar, Matiali, Madarihat, Nagrakata and Kalchini of 
the district with a large population of SC and ST children. The study intended to 
assess the availability of resources in this region of the state and to identify 
challenges in the context of Universalisation of Elementary Education. 

The design of the study was planned at SCERT (WB) under the guidance of its 
Academic Sub-committee and through consultations held at DIET, Jalpaiguri with 
the Chairman, DPSC, Jalpaiguri, experts from the University of North Bengal, 
DPO and resource persons from the District Project Office, SSA, Jalpaiguri. 

The survey was carried out under the supervision of the expert group 
constituted at DIET, Jalpaiguri. The administration of the survey, analysis of data 
and preparation of initial report was carried out at DIET, Jalpaiguri and 
subsequently finalized at SCERT (WB). 

It is expected that the findings obtained as a result of this study will be utilized 
by the research community and policy makers in planning and implementation of 
Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan in West Bengal. 

We are grateful to the Academic sub-committee of SCERT, the Chairman, 
DPSC, Jalpaiguri, Prof. Sk.

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.and Minority group and Children With Special Needs (CWSN) need educational support in the 

selected Blocks of a particular district of West Bengal, namely, Jalpaiguri. It was felt that such 
a Survey would facilitate identification very specifically of the reasons of dropout, poor 
completion rate, low achievement, etc. It would also help SCERT (WB) to suggest 
interventions that would specifically cater to the needs of our target groups in the light of 
Universalisation of Elementary Education. 


Ш Initially, three questionnaires were developed at SCERT (WB), the respondents being 
> Head teachers of primary and upper primary schools 
> Community Members (members of Gram Panchayats, Gram Samsads, Village 
! Education Committees, Ward Education Committees, etc.) 
> Guardians. 


Ш These questionnaires were discussed thoroughly at a district level workshop held at DIET, 
f Jalpaiguri on 14-15 March 2005. In this workshop another target group was decided on, the 
students, and a suitable questionnaire was developed. 


Ш The four questionnaires were finalised after consultation with experts in Sociology, 
Anthropology and Statistics in August 2005. The final versions were translated into Hindi as 
well, | 
The questionnaires contained questions with multiple choices, Yes/No type questions, 
‚ open-ended questions and questions with ranked responses. Personal opinions on various 
issues were also sought. 


W A detailed plan of the Survey was laid out in a meeting organized at DIET, Jalpaiguri on 
23" August 2005. In this meeting the modalities of carrying out the survey in different blocks 
were discussed at length by the Director, SCERT (WB), the DPO, DDPO, SSA District Project 
Office, Principal, DIET, Jalpaiguri and NBU faculty. 

The questionnaires were discussed thoroughly with the surveyors and supervisors who 
attended the meeting. In all, 42 surveyors and 8 supervisors from 41 Gram Panchayats (of 5 
blocks of Jalpaiguri district) participated in the meeting. It was decided that the survey would 
be carried out in 5 blocks of the district, namely, Malbazar, Matiali, Nagrakata, Madarihat and 
Kalchini: 


W The details of the survey were worked out as follows: 

1) The survey would be conducted in three schools from each Gram Panchayat. Two of 
the selected schools would be Primary Schools and the remaining one would be an 
Upper Primary school. 

ii) Twenty (20) students of the Upper Primary Schools and the twenty (20) of the Primary 
Schools would be taken up as samples from each G.P. 

111) Five (5) guardians each of students of Primary and Upper Primary schools would be 
given the questionnaires for recording their responses. 
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iv) One УЕС/МС members in the capacity of the President or Panchayat Nominee would 
be contacted. 

v) It may be noted that in case of the G.P.s where no Upper Primary School existed, 
twenty students studying in the Upper Primary schools of other G.P.s would be taken 
up as samples. 


Ш The finalized Hindi and Bengali versions of the questionnaires were printed at Jalpaiguri. 
On 8" September, the surveyors of Malbazar, Matiali and Nagrakata blocks received the 
questionnaires and on the next day these were distributed among surveyors of Madarihat and 
Kalchini. In all, 42 surveyors and 8 supervisors were engaged for the survey with the active 
support of SSA, DPO, Jalpaiguri. 


Ш The guidelines of the survey were: 


251) Each surveyor would conduct the survey in one school (primary or upper primary) in 
each G.P. This would be the main study school. 
. M) Each surveyor would visit and interview: 


> One community member 
> Head ofthe main study school 
> Guardians of five students each from primary and upper primary schools 
> Twenty students each from primary and upper primary schools. 
iii): ^ Moreover, each surveyor would fill in 2 sets of questionnaire for Head teachers in a 
‘ distant location in the G.P. 


W The survey was completed within the first week of November 2005. In all 125 schools 
were covered, of which 91 were Primary schools, 6 were Upper Primary and 28 High schools. 


Ш The total number of respondents interviewed under each group were: 
> Community members — 80 
> Head Teachers — 48 
> Guardians — 400 
> Students – 200 


Ш ENROLMENT - The total enrolment is much higher in class VIII than in class V. This 
can be explained by the fact that in a particular area, the number of upper primary schools is 
much less than that of primary schools. Therefore, several primary schools feed one high 
school. 

In Madarihat block, the total enrolment increases in class VIII, whereas other blocks show 
steady decrease in enrolment from class V to class VIII. 


Ш The percentage of enrolment of ST boys and girls is highest among all categories in all the 
blocks at the primary level, especially in Matiali block. 

The percentage of enrolment of ST boys decreases sharply at upper primary level in 
Matiali block. 

The percentage of enrolment of ST girls also goes down dramatically in all the blocks at 
the upper primary level, except in Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks. 
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Percentage of enrolment of SC girls goes up at the upper primary level in Malbazar, 
Matiali and Madarihat block but goes down in Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks. In case of boys 
decrease of percentage at the upper primary level occurs in Matiali and Madarihat blocks. 

The enrolment of boys belonging to general category increases or remains almost the same 
at the upper primary level. This applies to girls’ enrolment too but for Malbazar block. 

Enrolment of both minority girls and boys increases significantly at the upper primary 
level in Matiali block. 


Ш DROPOUT - At the primary level, maximum dropouts are seen among ST boys and girls 
in all the blocks except Nagrakata block. The percentage of dropout among these children 
comes down at the upper primary level in all the blocks except Nagrakata block. 

Percentage of dropout of SC boys and girls increases sharply at the upper primary in all 
blocks except Kalchini block. 

Nagrakata block depicts largest percentage of dropout for minority boys and girls. In case 


‚ of general boys, the dropout at the upper primary level increases in Matiali, Madarihat and 


Kalchini blocks. For general girls, the dropout increases in Matiali, Nagrakata and Kalchini 
blocks. 


ШІ REASONS OF DROPOUT - The VEC members in Malbazar, Matiali and Nagrakata 
blocks pinpoint engagement in household chores as the major reason for dropout. In 
Madarihat block great distance of school appears to be the major deterrent to regular 
attendance and in Kalchini block engagement in family occupation is the major reason for 
dropout 

Interestingly, majority of guardians state that the major reason tor dropout in Matiali, 
Madarihat, Nagrakata and Kalchini is their wards’ lack of interest in studies. The guardians 
of Malbazar block alone support the view of VEC members in that children are forced to stay 
away from schools owing to their engagement in household chores 

The VEC members and guardians of Nagrakata block differ in their views on migration 
being one ofthe major reasons for causing dropout. 


Ш ATTENDANCE - Of all the blocks, the students of both primary and upper primary levels 
are most irregular in Madarihat block. The primary reason emerges to be great distance of 
schools at primary level and performance of household chores at the upper primary level. 
This block also depicts taking care of domestic animals at both the levels and repeated failures 


` in examinations at the upper primary level as factors that make children stay away from 


schools. 

Performing of household chores and taking care of siblings are the two main reasons 
contributing to irregularity in attendance in all the blocks 

Lack of family support is one of the reasons for irregular attendance in Malbazar and 
Kalchini blocks at the primary level and in Matiali block at the upper primary level. 


ш ACHIEVEMENT LEVEL OF THE STUDENTS - The maximum percent of students of 


classes I-IV secure C (5195-6594), D (3695-5095) and E (2096-3594) Grades. In case of students 
of classes У-УШ, the maximum percentage score C (34%-60%) and D (less than 34%) Grades. 
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A) INTRODUCTION 


The process of increasing knowledge, skill and capabilities of all the people in a society is 
called Human Resource Development. It is a continuous and developmental process and can be 
achieved by a systematic method leading to motivation and commitment within the people. The 
development of Human Resource requires adequate provision of health services, opportunities for 
education, family welfare facilities and so on, which are essential determinants of the quality of 
life. However, among all the determinants, education deserves special attention contributing most 
to the development of human resource. 


Education should enable an individual to acquire essential “learning tools (such as literacy, 
oral expression, numeracy and problem solving), basic learning contents (knowledge, skills, values 
and attitudes) required by human beings to be able to survive, to develop their full capabilities, to 
live and work in dignity, to participate fully in development, to improve the quality of their lives, to 
make informed decisions and to continue learning' (World Declaration of Education For All, 
Jomtien, Art-1, Para-1). The World Conference at Jomtien (March 1990) was cosponsored by 
UNDP, UNESCO, UNICEF, World Bank and later UNFPA and presented a global consensus on 
an expanded view of basic education. 


We present here few more references on this particular issue at the International level: 

* Education was declared as a basic right of all people in Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights adopted by the General Assembly of the United Nations in 1948. 

* Again in the year 1959 education was declared as a right of every child in declaration on the 
rights of the child adopted by General Assembly of the United Nations. 

* In the International Conference on Population and Development (Cairo), 1994, participants 
called for the provision of universal access to high quality primary, technical and non-formal 
education by 2015 with an emphasis on girls education. 

* The basic learning needs were echoed in the Delors Commission Report (Learning: The 
Treasure Within; 1996) as (a) learning to know, (b) learning to do (c) learning to live 
together, and (d) learning to be. 


When India attained Independence and began Из ‘tryst with destiny’ on 15" August 1947, the 
visionaries of new India dreamt of a country where everyone would be equal. Education was 
deemed to be the instrument of bringing about equality of opportunities and social justice. The 
provision of free and compulsory education to all the children up to 14 years of age was a 
Directive Principle of the Indian Constitution adopted in 1950. Article 45 of the Indian 
Constitution states that the State shall endeavour to make education free and compulsory for all 
children up to 14 years of age within ten years from the adoption of the Indian Constitution in 
1950. Since then efforts are on to bring education of quality within the reach of all overcoming the 
social barriers of caste, creed and sex. 


The Education Commission (1964-66) discussed in detail the different aspects of education 
and linked it to national development. The report of the Commission states, “One of the important 
social objectives of education is to equalize opportunity, enabling the backward or underprivileged 
classes or individuals to use education as a lever for the improvement of their condition. Every 
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society that values social justice and is anxious to improve the 101 of common man and cultivate all 
available talent, must ensure progressive equality of opportunity to all sections of the population. 
This is the only guarantee for the building up of an egalitarian and human society in which the 
exploitation of the weak will be minimized." (p. 108) 


The Education Commission has identified six reasons of inequality of opportunities, 

namely: 

1. Inadequate access 
Poverty 
Differences in the standards of schools and colleges 
Differences in home environments 
“Gender disparity 
Disparity between advanced and backward classes 
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The Commission also speaks about the education of. ‘handicapped’ children on the grounds of 
humanity and utility. According to it, "Proper education generally enables a handicapped child to 
overcome largely his (or her) handicap, and makes him into a useful citizen. Social justice also 
demands it." (p. 123) 


The National Policy of Education (NPE; 1986) and its Plan of Action (POA; 1992) 
emphasized upon Universal Elementary Education (UEE) the thrust of which is laid upon ( 1) 
universal enrolment and universal retention of children up to 14 yrs of age. (2) a substantial 
improvement in the quality of education. The National Policy of Education (NPE; 1986) clearly 
states that, * To promote equality, it will be necessary to provide for equal opportunity for all, not 
only in access but also in the conditions of success. ....... The purpose is to remove prejudices and 
complexes transmitted through the social environment and accident of birth." 


In our country several efforts were taken to ensure “education for all’. The 1990s saw a flurry 
of programmes like National Literacy Mission, Mahila Samakhya, Operation Blackboard, District 
Primary Education Programme, Non-formal Education. Shikshakarmi Project, Lok Jumbish 
Project, etc. At the national level also there was an increasing popular demand for access to 
education. Thus guaranteeing elementary education for all children became à constitutional duty 
for the government. 


The National Policy of Education (1986) after many reviews in subsequent years resulted 
in the Programme of Action 111992, It made the following recommendations: 


I) Education of SCs and STs 


a) Centrally Sponsored Scheme: A number of schemes are for the SCs, STs and other backward 
sections. These are: 

Post-Matric Scholarships 

Grants-in-aid to voluntary organisations 

Pre-Matric Scholarships 

Book Banks 

Boys' and Girls? Hostels

Coaching and allied schemes 

Special educational development programme for girls belonging to SCs of very low 
literacy levels 

Educational complex in low literacy pockets for development of women's literacy in tribal 
areas. 

Opening of schools in every habitation 


. Running of Non-Formal Education (NFE) centres and adult education centers 
. Operation Blackboard 

. Upgradation of merit of SC / ST students 

. Reservation in educational institutions. 


b) Elementary Education 


i) Access and Enrolment 


In opening primary and upper primary schools, priority would be given to the needs of SC 
habitations and hamlets. As far as possible pre-primary section will be an integral part of 
such schools. 

Every ST habitation would be provided with a primary school or other suitable institution 
before the end of the Eighth Five Year Plan. 

In tribal areas, pre-school education (through Balwadis), non-formal education, elementary 
education and adult education will be organically linked and integrated to ensure 
achievement of total literacy of the entire population. 

For SC children access and enrolment will be assured primarily in the formal school. 
Where SC children are not able to attend the formal school provision for non-formal and 
distance education centers will be made. 

It will be the responsibility of the teachers to organise drives at the beginning of every 
academic session to enroll all school-age children especially girls belonging to these 
sections. Active assistance of voluntary agencies and local communities shall be taken. 
Traditional and folk media can be very effective in this regard. 


ii) Participation 


Adequate incentives will be provided for the children in the form of scholarships, uniforms, 
textbooks, stationery and mid-day meals. 

All schools, NFE centers and pre-school centers in SC / ST habitations will have 
infrastructural facilities for Operation Blackboard and MLL. 

Operation Blackboard shall cover within a period of two years all schools in SC /ST areas 
irrespective of the date on which the school was set up. 

The indigent families among SC / ST will be given incentives to send children, particularly 
girls, to schools. 


iii) Achievement 


Children from tribal communities will be taught through the mother tongue in the earlier 
stages in primary school. Teaching / learning material in the tribal languages will be 
prepared providing for a transition to the regional language by class IIl. 


* The home language of children of SC / ST may be different from others. Therefore, 
standard teaching / learning material will be rewritten to make them intelligible to the SC / 
ST children especially in areas where the standard language and the learners’ dialect are 
different. 

° It will be ensured that MLL already set up for primary schools will be achieved, that the 
necessary standards of the three R's are acquired by all children in SC / ST communities. 
Effective methodologies for measurement of MLL will be implemented. 


II) Education of the Handicapped 


The Revised National Policy on Education (1992) has recommended that ‘the objective 
should' be to integrate physically and mentally handicapped with the general community as equal 
partners, to prepare them for normal growth and to enable them to face life with courage and 
confidence. The following measures will be taken in this regard: 


i) Wherever it is feasible, the education of children with major handicaps and other mild 
handicaps will be common with that of others; 
ii) Special schools with hostels will be provided as far as possible at district headquarters 


for the severely handicapped children; 

iii) Adequate arrangements will be made to give vocational training to the disabled; 

iv) Teachers’ training programmes will be re-oriented, in particular for teachers of primary 
classes, to deal with the special difficulties of the handicapped children; 


v) Voluntary effort for the education of the disabled will be encouraged in every possible 
manner. 


A landmark change in policy at the national level occurred under the advice of the Hon’ble 
Supreme Court, which expressed firmly that to guarantee Education for All, right to elementary 
education should be regarded as a fundamental right in the same breath with other fundamental 
rights. In 1993 there was an important judgment offered by the Supreme Court of India in a case 
between the state of Andhra Pradesh and Unnikrishnan on elementary education, which virtually 
declared education as fundamental right. The Indian parliament adopted the 86" amendment of the 
constitution in 2002, where free and compulsory education to all children of the age of 6-14 years 
came under the chapter of fundamental right in the form of Article 21(A). However, the amended 
provision prescribed the minimum age of 6 years, which was not there in the earlier provision 
under the Directive Principle of State Policy (Article 45). 


With this advice of the Supreme Court, Universalisation of Elementary Education (UEE) 
gained in pace and strength through the participation of the community. The movement in this 
direction of the U.E.E is known as ‘Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan’ (SSA). 

SSA is an effort to universalize elementary education (by community ownership of the 
school system) with a clear time frame. SSA aims to provide useful and relevant elementary 
education for all children in the age group of 6-14 years by 2010. There is also another goal - to 
bridge social, regional and gender gap with the active participation of the community in the 
management of schools (Source: SSA Framework for Implementation; MHRD) 
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Several studies have revealed that children belonging to SC/ ST/ Minority and other groups 
are generally deprived of access to quality education. The National Curriculum Framework, 2005 
observes that, “Hierarchies of caste, economic status and gender relations, cultural diversity as 
well as the uneven economic development that characterize Indian society also deeply influence 
access to education and participation of children in school. This is reflected in the sharp 
disparities between different social and economic groups, which are seen in school enrolment and 
completion rates.” Accordingly, measures for the education of the SC/ST, Minorities and of the 
physically and mentally challenged children featured in the agenda and programmes of action of 
the Sarva Shiksha Abhiyan. 


The SSA Framework for Implementation (MHRD) declares that "there would be a focus on 
the inclusion and participation of children from SC / ST, minority groups, urban deprived children, 


children of other disadvantaged groups and children with special needs, in the educational 
process." 
р 


As for education of children with special needs, the document further states, “SSA will 
ensure that every child with special needs, irrespective of the kind, category and degree of 
disability, is provided education in an appropriate environment.” A host of interventions have also 
been presented in the document 


B) RATIONALE OF THE PROJECT 


In the light of the discussion in the preceding pages, it was felt at SCERT (WB) that a study 
might be taken up in which an attempt will be made to identify the areas in which children 
belonging to SC/ ST & Minority group and CWSN need support in the selected Blocks of a 
particular district of West Bengal, namely, Jalpaiguri. This district stands out among the districts of 
West Bengal for its high population of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 


The basic objectives that were kept in mind while taking up the project were: 


* To find out the status of enrolment, attendance, dropout and achievement among 
elementary level students in these blocks. 


* To find out the reasons behind irregular attendance and dropout. 


° To identify measures suggested by community and guardians for reducing dropout and 
improving attendance. 


* To find out the educational needs of the elementary level students of the specified blocks. 


In short, through this survey SCERT (WB) intended to assess the present situation in terms 
of future perspectives. ( 


In the following pages we have presented a picture of the district Jalpaiguri and the five 
blocks selected for the survey 


C) ABOUT THE DISTRICT 


The river Bhagirathi divides West Bengal into two halves _ the North & the South Bengal. 
There are six districts in the northern half of Bengal, which is known as ‘North Bengal’, or 
"Uttarbango' in Bengali. Jalpaiguri is the most attractive among the hexagon with all its flora and 
fauna. This place is also known as ‘Dooars’. The Bhutan Hills is the background of this green 
extravagance. Jalpaiguri stands longitudinally at 88 degree 43 minutes and latitudinally at 28 
degree 32 minutes .The total geographical area of the district is 6227 square kilometer, out of 
which, 1790-square kilometer is dense green forest.'In terms of the total geographical area, 


Jalpaiguri is the largest district of North Bengal and ranks fourth among all the districts in West 
Beneal 


In the year 1865 on 11" November the Kingdom of Bhutan signed the * Treaty of Sinchula" 


with British Empire of India and “ Dooars” came under the Queen's flag. In the year 1869, 
Jalpaiguri Sadar was established in Fakirgram. From then there was no looking back. Three ‘Ts’ 
іе. “Tea, Timber, Tobacco “- these three cash crops worked as the base structure of this diverse 
foundation. Recently another “Т” i.e. * Tourism’ added luster to this triad and thus formed a ‘T 
Quartet’. In 1876, Mr. R. Hogton established the first Tea plantation at Gajaldoba. There are 184 
large tea plantations at present in Jalpaiguri. 


According to Botanical Survey of India, there are more or less 3200 kinds of trees, which 
can be found in the forests of the North Bengal. In Jalpaiguri alone these amount to near about 
2000 kinds. In this forest there are more or less 700 varieties of animals. There are about 188 
rivers, which criss-cross through different parts of this district. Among the 25 large rivers, Teesta, 
Torsa, Jaldhaka, Raidak, Sankosh, Jayanti; Gatia, Pana, Titi, Karola, Diana are to name a few and 
famous. 

According to the West Bengal Human Development Report 2004, Annexure-3 Page 221, the 
district of Jalpaiguri shows the following demographic trends-

There are 3 subdivisions in Jalpaiguri with 13 Blocks. Jalpaiguri has 4 municipalities and 
146 Gram Panchayats, 734 villages, 774 mouzas and 2127 gram samsads. Among them, Rajganj, 


Moinagudi, Falakata and Dhupgudi are SC blocks and Nagrakata. Madarihat, Kumargramduar, 
Malbazar and Kalchini are ST blocks 
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According to the West Bengal Human Development Report 2004, Annexure 5, Page-223, the 
district of Jalpaiguri shows the following educational trends —

Thus, after this short showcasing of the district of Jalpaiguri, we can perhaps be able to 
pronounce that this district in the Northern part of West Bengal, has its own special characteristics 
in terms of its history, geography, socio-economic vulnerability, population composition, dialects 
spoken, economic activities and socio-cultural mix.

CHAPTER -II 


THE PROCESSES INVOLVED: REVISITING THE EVENTS OF THE 


PAST 


I. The Beginning: 


A set of three questionnaires was initially developed in-house at SCERT (WB). These were

It was felt that such a Survey would facilitate identification very specifically of the 
reasons of dropout, poor completion rate, low achievement, etc. It would also help SCERT 
p (WB) to plan innovations in curricular transactions that would specifically cater to the needs 
Г of our target groups. 


The House decided that there should be four target groups. The voice of students should 
also be heard. So on the second day the three questionnaires prepared at SCERT for Head 
Teachers, Community Members and Guardians were thoroughly discussed by three different 
groups. A fourth group developed a questionnaire for students. The suggestions of all the 
groups were meticulously noted down. 


3. Finalisation of the Questionnaires 


The four questionnaires were revised at SCERT (WB) taking into account the 
suggestions arising from the abovementioned workshop. These were then evaluated by experts 
in Sociology, Anthropology and Statistics. Their valuable opinions were incorporated and the 
questionnaires were given a final shape in August 2005. The final versions were translated into 
Hindi as well, as a sizeable number of the inhabitants of the district are Hindi speaking. 


The questionnaires contained questions with multiple choices, Yes/No type questions, 
open-ended questions and questions with ranked responses. Personal opinions on various 
issues were also sought. 


4. Working out of the details of the Survey out of the details of the Surve 


In a bid to chalk out a detailed plan of the Survey, a meeting was organized at DIET, 
Jalpaiguri on 23" August 2005. In this meeting the Director, SCERT (WB) discussed at length 
the modalities of carrying out the survey in different blocks with the DPO, DDPO, Research 
Coordinator and Community Mobilisation Coordinator from SSA District Project Office, 


Principal, DIET, Jalpaiguri and NBU faculty. Two Research Fellows of SCERT assisted the 
Director in conducting the meeting. 


The questionnaires were discussed thoroughly with the surveyors and supervisors who 
attended the meeting. In all, 39 surveyors and 7 supervisors from 43 Gram Panchayats (of 5 
blocks of Jalpaiguri district) participated in the meeting. The surveyors were instructed on how 
to conduct the survey and all their queries pertaining to the survey were met with. It was 
decided that the survey would be carried out in 5 blocks of the district, namely, Malbazar, 
Matiali, Nagrakata, Madarihat and Kalchini The details of the Blocks and the Gram 
Panchayats selected therein are given below

ANALYSIS OF THE DATA COLLECTED 


A) The Views of the VEC Members 


VEC members were interviewed to identify special educational needs, if any, of the 
children belonging to SC/ ST & Minority group and Children With Special Need (CWSN) in the 
selected Blocks of Jalpaiguri district. In the present survey VEC members played a key role and 
offered their opinions, perceptions and thoughts about education of children in their locality. 
Surveyors spoke to the VEC President, Secretary and members to gather information on the 
educational scenario of a particular Gram Samsad and extensive discussions were held. 


1. Access to Educational Institutions in the Blocks 


In the present study the following educational scenario was found in the specified GPs of 
the 5 selected Blocks.

Table-1 clearly depicts that 
* Kalchini block has the highest number of primary schools (14) and Nagrakata the least (6). 
The five blocks have 50 primary schools in total. 
* Malbazar block has the highest number of secondary schools (6) out of the total 18 schools in 
` the 5 blocks. 

There is no Higher Secondary school in Madarihat block. 

There is only 1 Madrasah in the five blocks and that is located in Madarihat block. 

The total number of Shishu Shiksha Kendras in the five blocks is 29. 

At the Upper Primary level, the institutions under Alternative Education Scheme are very few 
in number. There are only 2 MSKs (one each in Matiali and Kalchini blocks), one RMV centre 
(in Matiali block) and no Bridge Course Centres in any of the blocks. 4 Primary Bridge Course 
Centres can be found in Malbazar, Nagrakata and Madarihat blocks. 

* The other institutions include private and/or English medium schools. 


2. Occupational pattern in the blocks attern in the blocks

(Here 1 denotes frequency of responses occurring within 75-100 %; 2 denotes the same for 50- 
74% and 3 denotes 25-49% responses). 


The following points are highlighted by Table-2: 
* Maximum number of people works as daily labourers in Malbazar block. 
* In the same block next highest is the number of people who earn livelihood by cultivating 
their own land. 
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* Cultivation in own land is the major source of income for majority of the population in 


Matiali. 


* There is a similarity in the occupational pattern of inhabitants of Madarihat and Nagrakata 


blocks where most of them are engaged in tea garden related jobs. 


* Majority of the inhabitants at Kalchini Block work as agricultural labourers and do not 


possess land of their own. 


*. Apart from the occupations mentioned above, people in these blocks are found to be engaged 


in service sector, small businesses, animal husbandry, masonry, collection and sale of different 
forest products, pulling of vans / rickshaws etc. 


3. Out of School Children: Finding out the Reasons 


Opinion was sought from the VEC members regarding the reasons behind huge number of 


OOSC in the selected blocks. Their opinions are presented in Table — 3.

We get the following information from Table —3: 


* In Malbazar, Matiali and Nagrakata blocks, more than 53% of children are out of school 


according to the present study. The VEC members feel that this is due to the fact that children 
help in household chores. Such activities include cooking, taking care of younger siblings, 
fetching water, cultivating land and so on. In the other two blocks also, i.e. Madarihat and 
Kalchini, this emerges to be a deterrent to attendance in schools. 


* Moreover, the data indicate that another considerable portion of children is out of school as 


they are engaged in family occupations that include working in tea gardens, animal husbandry 
etc. in order to increase the family income. In fact, this is a cause of major concern in Kalchini 
block accounting for 60% of out of school children. 


* In Madarihat block, the major cause for most of the children (43%) remaining out of school 


comes out to be the great distance of schools. In this hilly region, accessibility of schools poses 
a problem. This is a major problem in Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks as well. 


N 
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* It was observed that 18% of children in Malbazar block and 47% of children in Matiali block 
are out of school for several other reasons like children do not find interest in studies, do not 
get support from guardians to study, girls are married off early, guardians are unable to buy 
educational accessories, etc 

* Migration has also been mentioned as a substantial reason for drop out at Nagrakata Block 
arising from closure of many tea gardens. The resulting financial crisis leads the elder members 
of the family to migrate for earning and the children (1 7%) also have to move along with them. 
In the process education takes a backseat. The children lose interest in studies and finally leave 
school for good. 

In Kalchini block, /ack of space in classrooms was stated as one of the causes. 
In any of the blocks, insecurity of the child or lack of proper arrangement for CWSN was not 


cited as a reason for keeping children out of school, although these options were included in 
the questionnaire. 


4. Awareness Programmes and role of Voluntary Organisations Programmes and role of Voluntary Organisations 


The VEC members gave a mixed response to the extent and kind of activities that were 
carried out for creating community awareness in the fields of science, education, health etc. The 
salient points that emerged from these discussions are: 

* In Malbazar such activities are successfully carried out whereas in other blocks the picture is 
not so encouraging. The least encouraging response was obtained from Kalchini block. Most 
of the awareness programmes were based on science related activities. 

* In Malbazar block, voluntary organizations played a definite role in conducting awareness 
programmes for the target groups. 


Problems: The following problems were cited by the VEC members that posed hindrances in the 
path of successful implementation of UEE: 

> Lack of awareness among guardians regarding the importance of education. 
Poverty made guardians give less priority to education. 
Problem of access especially at upper primary stage. 
Deficiencies in school infrastructure that included insufficient number of teachers, 
insufficient space in classrooms, inadequate toilet and drinking water facilities and other 
maintenance related problems. 
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Recommendations: Under such circumstances the VEC members recommended: 
> More awareness programmes to be held in the community so as to involve the community 
in a real sense and to a greater degree. à 
Better monitoring of the classroom practices to improve the situation. 
Reduction of the curricular load for the rural pupils. This would enhance participation. 


Improved teaching techniques and frequent use of TLMs. These may encourage the 
children to attend schools. 
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B) The Responses of the Head-teachers 


It was felt that opinions and observations of Head-teachers would be of immense 
importance especially regarding the issue of School Drop Outs. In this regard a separate interview 
schedule was prepared in order to collect opinions of Head Teachers of primary and upper primary 
schools in these 5 Blocks. 


1. School Environment & Infrastructure 


School environment is an important aspect for ensuring the students’ enrolment and 
retention in the school. A proper school environment may prevent the school drop out rates. 
Healthy school environment includes not only separate, well illuminated and well ventilated 
classroom for each class but also proper arrangement of drinking water, toilets, girls’ toilets 
(especially at Upper Primary level), open space or play ground and so on. While interviewing the 
Head Teachers, these issues was raised before them during this survey. 

The data collected in this regard are placed in Table-4 in a consolidated fashion.

It has been found from the obtained data that: 

75% schools in Nagrakata block offer toilet facility for students and separate toilets for girl 
students too. But in case of Kalchini block 52% schools have toilets for all students and 51% 
for girls. In the other 3 blocks the range of schools having toilet facility within the premises 
falls between 63% to 67% of the cases. 

Arrangement of drinking water is available in 86% schools of both Malbazar and Matiali 
blocks and in 83% schools of Nagrakata block. But only 45% schools in Kalchini block and 
50% schools in Madarihat block offer this facility to students. 

Ramp is a prerequisite for children with special needs (CWSN) to attend school. 61% schools 
in Malbazar, 50% schools in Madarihat, and 40% schools in Matiali blocks have this facility. 
On the other hand, most of the schools in Kalchini (66%) and Nagrakata (73%) blocks lack this 
opportunity. 

The SIs and SSA District officials of these two particular blocks were contacted on this 
matter. It was understood that vacancy in the Junior Engineer post, particularly during the 
period 2003-2005, gave rise to such a situation. Since November 2005 the construction of

The above table shows that. 
The percentage of trained teachers is 70, 62, 62 and 56 in Malbazar, Matiali, Madarihat and 
Kalchini blocks respectively. 
But only 32% trained teachers are available in Nagrakata block. The issue was discussed 
with the SI and he mentioned verbally that the SC/ ST teachers at Nagrakata Block were 
appointed with flexibility in the recruitment criteria, as the teachers previously appointed by 
DPSC did not stay for long.

The table presented above gives an idea of the percentage of teachers in each category 


employed in the schools of these blocks. The main features of the Table are: 


+ As expected, male teachers of general category comprise the major portion of teaching 
personnel- the highest percentage being found in Kalchini block 

+ We can see а sizeable percentage of SC male teachers in Malbazar, Matiali and Nagrakata 
blocks. 

* The proportion of SC female and ST male teachers is quite significant in Madarihat block. 
10% ST male teachers are found in Matiali block as well

* Тһе least percentage of trained male and female teachers of general category is found in 

Nagrakata block. 

The overall percentage of trained female teachers is higher in all the blocks. 

The exceptions are found in the cases of SC female teachers of Madarihat, Nagrakata and 

Kalchini blocks, and also among ST female teachers of Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks. 

* All the female ST teachers of Matiali block and male teachers of Nagrakata block belonging 
to the minority community are trained. 
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3. Status of Enrolment 


We now concentrate on data depicting students’ enrolment at Primary and Upper Primary 
levels. The first table shows the total enrolment of boys and girls in the five selected blocks.

The above table shows that the total enrolment is much higher in class VIII than in class V 
This can be explained by the fact that in a particular area, the number of upper primary schools 
is much less than that of primary schools. Therefore, three-four or more primary schools feed 
one high school. 

It is also evident from the above table that in Madarihat block, the total enrolment 


increases in class VIII, whereas other blocks show steady decrease in enrolment from class V 
to class VIII

It is.clear from the above Table that 

* At primary level, percentage of enrolment of ST boys is highest among all the categories 
in all the blocks, with Matiali block topping the list. 

* Surprisingly the enrolment of ST boys drops sharply in the same block at the upper 
primary level. 

* The enrolment of boys belonging to general category increases or remains almost same at 
the upper primary level. 

* The enrolment of SC boys at the upper primary level decreases except in Matiali and 
Madarihat blocks. 

* In case of boys belonging to minority group, there is a significant increase in enrolment at 
the upper primary level in Matiali block while a significant decrease is seen in Nagrakata 
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block.

The salient features of girls’ enrolment as depicted in Table-11 are: 

* Atthe primary stage the percentage of enrolment is highest for ST girls in all the blocks as 
is the case with boys. 

* There is a sharp drop in the enrolment of girls belonging to general category at the upper 
primary level in Malbazar block. 

* Malbazar, Matiali and Madarihat blocks show significant increase in the enrolment of SC 
girls at the upper primary level. On the other hand, similar enrolment decreases in 
Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks. 

* The upper primary enrolment of ST girls decreases significantly in Malbazar, Matiali and 
Madarihat blocks while it goes up in Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks. 


4. Status of Dropout 


The two tables given below, i.e. Table-12 and Table-13 depict the dropout rates among 
students of classes I-IV and classes V-VIII respectively, where

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Table-13 above shows the categorywise dropout rate among students of classes V-VIII. The 
main points emerging from the Table are: 


° For boys and girls belonging to general category, and also for ST girls, the dropout rate is 
highest in Matiali block. 


* Nagrakata block has the highest dropout rate among SC boys and girls, and boys 
belonging to ST and minority categories. 


° For minority girls and special boys, the highest dropout rate is observed in Kalchini block. 
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Tables 14 and 15 given below show the percentage of dropout among boys and girls (out of 
total number of dropouts) in each block.

"e Atthe primary stage, the maximum dropouts are seen among ST boys in all the blocks. In 
Nagrakata block, minority boys too form a significant portion of dropouts. 
° At the upper primary stage, the percentage of dropout among ST boys decreases quite 
significantly in all the blocks, the maximum reduction being observed in Malbazar block. 


Exception to this general trend is seen in Nagrakata block. 


° The percentage of dropouts among boys belonging to general category increases 
significantly in Matiali, Madarihat and Kalchini blocks. 


° As for minority boys, the percentage of dropout at the upper primary level increases 


significantly in Malbazar and Kalchini blocks, but the trend is reverse in Nagrakata block.

° At the upper primary level, the dropout among girls belonging to general category 


decreases slightly in Malbazar and Madarihat blocks, but increases to some extent in the 
other three blocks. 

Dropout among SC girls shows a steep increase at upper primary level in all the blocks 
except Kalchini. 

The percentage of dropouts is very high among ST girls at the primary level, the highest 
incidence being observed in Matiali block. The lowest dropout in this case is seen in 
Nagrakata block. 

Surprisingly, dropout among ST girls increases significantly at the upper primary level in 
all the blocks save Nagrakata block that had shown lowest dropout at the primary stage. 


° Nagrakata block shows the highest dropout for minority girls at the primary stage. But, 
interestingly, this is the only block that shows a sharp decrease in dropout at the upper 
primary stage. The other four blocks show definite increase in percentage of dropouts. 


However, the head teachers through their free opinions and recommendations have presented 
another aspect of the enrolment and drop out cases of primary level children. The Head teachers 
put forth their opinions on possible ways for reducing school drop out rate and bringing back the 
out of school children. The suggestions received from them are given below:

The suggestions presented in the above table may be summed up as follows:- 
* Sports and cultural programmes may be arranged for students to increase their involvement 
and interest in the school. 

* VEC and MTA members may be involved to a greater extent to monitor the enrolment and 
attendance of the enrolled children. 

Fear of classroom among the young students may be handled with care. 

Child-labour problem may be addressed and minimized. 

Healthy environment including toilet facility may be provided to reduce the number of 
dropouts. 

Suitable teaching technique for slow learners may be utilized in the classroom. 

Interesting cultural activities and students' participation in those activities may prevent the rate 
of school drop out by increasing the joy of attending school. 
* Extensive community awareness programme may motivate the guardians to send their 
children to school. 

Facilities may be provided to the economically backward children in order to support their 
education. 

Regular interaction among MC members and teachers may effectively solve the problem of 
school drop out. 

Frequent visits to the home of irregular or dropout students by teachers or other guardians may 
minimize the rate of school drop out. 

Arrangement for preprimary education for children below 5 years of age may reduce the poor 
attendance of older siblings. It may increase the retention of children at proper age as well. 
Ensuring midday meal may minimize the child labour problem as well as the number of 
school drop out cases. 

Literacy among guardians may enable them to understand the importance of education and 
thus may increase the enrolment and retention of children. 

Special attention may be given to tea garden areas to generate awareness among people for 
sending their children to school. 

Attention may be given to the development of infrastructure within the school. 

Distribution of text- books along with other accessory materials may be made in due time for 
the economicaily disadvantaged children. 

Vacancy in teaching posts may be filled in to run the schools more efficiently. 

Increasing of access for both primary and upper primary level students should be highly 
emphasized.

The Tables 19 A to F given above show the percentage of boys and girls in classes I-IV 
attaining a particular grade in a particular block. The percentage of each category represents the 
percent of total number of students attaining the particular Grade in the said block. The 
information revealed by these tables are- 

° Maximum percentage of students has attained Grades C, D and E. 
° Grade-A: Students belonging to General category are maximum in percentage in Matiali 
Block. 
Maximum Minority children have secured Grade-A in Malbazar Block. 
Nagrakata block shows the maximum percentage of SC boys and girls. 
TThe percentage of ST boys is highest in Madarihat block and that of ST girls is 
highest in Kalchini block. 
° Grade-B: Maximum percentage of general boys and ST girls have secured this grade in 
Matiali block. 
For general girls Kalchini block shows the highest percentage. 
Here again, Nagrakata block shows the maximum percentage of SC boys and 
girls. 
Madarihat block has the highest percentage of ST boys. 
For minority children, this holds good for Malbazar block. 
° Grade-C: Malbazar has the highest percentage of minority children. 
\ Matiali shows the maximum percentage of General boys and ST girls. 
Madarihat has the highest percentage of ST boys. 
For this Grade too, Nagrakata leads in case of SC children. 
® Grade-D: Nagrakata block shows the maximum percentage of SC children and minority 
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boys who have secured this grade. 
Malbazar block has the highest percentage of children belonging to general 
category which has attained this Grade. 
In Matiali block maximum ST children have scored D grade. 
Kalchini block has the highest percent of children belonging to minority 
category who have scored D grade. 

® Grade-E: Nagrakata block shows the highest percentage of children belonging to SC 
category and also minority boys. 
In Kalchini block most of the children belonging to general category have secured 
E grade. 
Matiali shows the highest percentage of ST children. 
Madarihat block shows maximum minority girls who have scored this grade. 

• Grade-F: Nagrakata block depicts highest percentage of SC boys.

The investigators visited and interviewed a number of guardians (at least 10 guardians in a 
particular Gram Samsad/ GS) at selected Gram Panchayats (GP) to collect their opinions, 
perceptions and reactions regarding education of their children aged between 5 and 13 years. The 
obtained data have specific feature for each block as discussed below.

In Malbazar block, agriculture is the major occupation of the guardians under the ambit of the 


* Іп Matiali block, almost equal number of persons is employed іп tea gardens, works as daily 
labour or as skilled labour. This block, among all the blocks, has the largest percentage of 
people engaged in the service sector. 

* Іп Nagrakata and Madarihat blocks, a substantial portion of the guardians interviewed is either 
employed in tea gardens or earns its livelihood by being hired as daily labours. 

+ Іп Kalchini block, the highest percentage of guardians is employed in tea gardens. This is 
followed by the percentages of persons engaged as daily labours and working as skilled labours 


respectively. 


* Other professions include selling vegetables, pulling rickshaws, etc.

* In most of the cases guardians vehemently refuted the idea of their children taking up the 
guardians’ present profession. Service holders, teachers, businessmen or land-owners showed 
willingness to bring their children into their own profession. 

* Guardians’ perceptions regarding the significance of education varies from block to block. 

* In Madarihat block, the guardians say that the prime reasons for educating their wards are 
prospects of an improved lifestyle, avoidance of financial insecurity and securing an honorable 
job. They also hope that education would enable their wards to build up a prosperous future. 

* In Matiali block, the driving force for the guardians behind educating their wards are 
prosperous future, financial security and securing of an honourable job respectively. They also 
think that proper education would help their wards secure jobs that are devoid of uncertainties. 

* Guardians expressed resentment over financial insecurity and uncertainties in tea garden 


related jobs. 


* They showed anxiety over poverty, which they want to overcome keeping their children in 


any stable alternative engagement. 


* One exceptional feature obtained at Madarihat Block is that 17% guardians opined positively 


to have their children in their own profession.

In the present survey emphasis was given on guardians’ perception of the plausible reasons 
behind school drop out. Some multiple-choice questions along with some open-ended questions 
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were put before them. As usually the fathers take decision regarding ihe education of their 
children, mostly the fathers were interviewed. 


From Table-26, it is quite obvious that although the main reason for dropout according to the 
guardians varies from block to block, there are some common factors in all the blocks. The main 
features that emerge from the above Table are: 

* The single main reason for dropout, as felt by guardians from Matiali, Nagrakata, 
Madarihat and Kalchini bocks, is lack of interest of their wards towards study. 

° In Nagrakata block another major reason for dropout is lack of space in classrooms. 

* In this context, it may be mentioned that views of VEC members and guardians as for 
migration for earning being one of major causes for dropout in Nagrakata block, 
contradict each other. 

° The guardians of Malbazar block perceive performance of domestic chores by their 
wards as the primary cause. The large distance of schools from residence too poses a 
hindrance in regular attendance of children in this block. 

* In Matiali and Kalchini blocks, the children are engaged in family occupation, 
cultivation, working as daily labours in tea gardens, etc. and thus are forced to leave 
school. 

*' The other reasons contributing towards dropout are lack of special arrangements for

Guardians were asked to put forward their views regarding the facilities available to their 
children at home. The obtained data in Table — 27 reveal that: 
® 15-33% guardians in all the blocks stated that their children have separate space for 
studying at home. 
* [n all the blocks, sufficient percent of guardians provide necessary educational materials 
like pens, pencils, exercise books, etc. to their children. The percentage is highest in 
Kalchini block (72%), and lowest in Nagrakata block (41%).

* In Kalchini block, ап overwhelmingly large percentage of guardians (85%) claim that their 
wards do not have to perform domestic chores. The picture is quite contradictory in Matiali 
and Nagrakata blocks where only 5-9% of guardians responded positively. 

* In Nagrakata block, 91% guardians state that the children are forced to look after their 
younger siblings. In other blocks the response varies from 60-75%. 

° In Malbazar, Madarihat and Kalchini blocks, 40-45% guardians say that their wards do not 
have to migrate for earning their livelihood. As for Matiali and Nagrakata blocks, only 18- 
20% of the guardians responded on similar lines.

Guardians were asked if they visited schools of their children. 

° 32%, 35%, 46%, 45% and 45% guardians at Malbazar, Matiali, Nagrakata, Madarihat and 
Kalchini respectively admitted that they do not visit schools of their wards. 

• Some guardians gave the reason that they have no spare time to visit schools. 

® Others added that their leisure hour does not match with schoo! hours and so they are 
unable to visit schools. 

° However, on an average 50% guardians admitted that being illiterate, they avoid visiting 
schools and meeting the teachers.

Тһе guardians were also asked what according to them аге the aims of imparting education 
to their children. 
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* The guardians at Malbazar (73%), Nagrakata (63%) and Madarihat (61%) put that 
education may enable their children to secure job. 

* Some guardians were of the opinion that education may enrich the daily life of their 
children. 

`e In Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks 24-27% guardians emphasized on the enhancement of 
social awareness through education. 


Apart from the statistical data mentioned above some free opinions were collected from the 
guardians. The guardians were asked to give feed back on the schools where their wards are 
enrolled. 

e There is a consensus that sufficient number of teachers is not available in the school. 
e Further the classroom conditions are risky and require maintenance and repair. 
° There is a consistency in the fact that Private Tutors help the young children in preparing 
! studies especially at upper primary level. Very few guardians stated that they or other 
family members help their children in their studies. 


However, no response in favour of voluntary organizations supporting the children in 
education was received. Guardians also mentioned consistently that story-books (maximum), 
autobiographies and books on history are preferred by their children besides the text- books 


Guardians were invited to comment on ways to improve the existing educational set up. 
The common opinions include: 

° Arrangement for more space in classrooms 

° Improvement of infra-structural facilities at school 

* Increase in the number of teachers or to fill up the vacant teaching posts 

* Provision of drinking water and toilets in the school 

° Organization of sports, annual functions, debate competitions etc. may enhance the interest 
of the young children. 
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(D) The Views of the Students 


In the present survey the investigators visited students of primary and upper primary levels 
in order to identify their educational needs. The students were asked to discuss freely their 
educational interests, requirements and problems. The students were initially hesitant but gradually 
they opened up and expressed their views. They gave their comments freely on controversial issues 
like fees of the private tutor, teaching pattern of the teachers at school etc. A brief mention of the 
responses may enrich our idea about the needs and problems of young children.

e In Malbazar and Kalchini blocks we see equal participation of boys and girls. In Matiali 
and Madarihat blocks boys outnumber girls (7096 and 6096 respectively). In Nagrakata 
block alone is the percentage of girls interviewed greater than that of boys. ` 

° In all the blocks, students belonging to SC and ST categories are highest in number (70%- 
90%). ST students make up the majority of the student populace in Madarihat, Nagrakata 
and Kalchini blocks. 

* Literacy of guardians is found to be the lowest in Madarihat block 

e No СММ (Child With Special Need) is found to be interviewed in Matiali and Nagrakata 
blocks. But 15% each from Malbazar and Madarihat and 25% CWSN from Kalchini block 
are covered under this survey

The profile of students at the upper primary level shows many differences such as:- 
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The genderwise profile is rather skewed at this stage. More male students аге covered in this 
survey in Malbazar (80%), Nagrakata (60%) and Kalchini (80%) blocks respectively. On the 
other hand more female students are covered in Matiali (80%) and Madarihat (67%) blocks. 


+ No student belonging to general category was interviewed in Nagrakata and Madarihat blocks. 
+- 25-40% of the students in the five blocks belong to SC category. 
* The percentage of students belonging to ST category varies from as low as 10% in Malbazar 
block to as high as 70% in Nagrakata block. 
* 40% of the students in Malbazar and 20% each in Matiali and Kalchini blocks belong to 
minority category. 
* Some (10-30%) special (CWSN) students are found to attend school at upper primary level in 
each block covered under this survey. 
* Considering parental literacy level it can be stated that the literacy level of fathers is higher 
than that of mothers in each block, except in Nagrakata block.

The students were asked to comment on the regularity of their school attendance. Initially 


none of them wanted to speak on this issue. As the surveyors were local persons, they could elicit 
answers from the children through guided conversations. 


+ 


The least regularity in attendance can be seen in Madarihat block (40%). In the other four 
blocks attendance varies within 70-80%. 

As for the causes for low regularity in attendance in Madarihat block, the single main fact 
(33%) that emerges is that schools are far away. The other main causes are pressure of 
performing household chores, sibling care and looking after domestic animals. 

Lack of support from family is seen to be a deterrent to some extent in Malbazar and Kalchini 
blocks. 

The obligation of performing domestic chores is a significant reason behind irregular 
attendance in all the blocks, more so in Matiali and Kalchini blocks (50-5594). 

The onus of having to take care of younger siblings too forces these children to stay out of 
school. This problem looms large in Malbazar and Nagrakata blocks (65% and 62% 
respectively). In Matiali block too this is a major problem (4596). The children of the other two 
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blocks also face this problem, albeit to a lower extent (24% and 1596 in Madarihat and 
Kalchini blocks. 

* Far away schools have proved to be barriers in regularity of school attendance. 

* Repeated failure in examination has not elicited response from any of the blocks.

* Atthe upper primary stage, the most regular students are found in Nagrakata block where all 
the children interviewed attend schools regularly. Most irregular students are seen in Madarihat 


block (75%). This picture is quite similar to that in the case of primary students. In the other 
three blocks the range of regular students varies from 50-80%. 

In Madarihat block, performance of household duties, care of domestic animals, great distance 
of schools and failure in exams are the chief reasons behind irregular attendance. 

Lack of support from family is seen to be a deterrent to some extent in Matiali block. 

Pressure of performing household duties is quite acute in Madarihat (50%), Matiali (40%) and 
Kalchini (3396) blocks. 

Taking care of siblings forces a large percentage of children to attend irregularly in Kalchini 
(70%), Matiali (50%) and Malbazar (40%) blocks. 1 

In Malbazar block, great distance of schools also results in irregular attendance to some 
extent.

The students were asked if they receive encouragement from their guardians for attending 


schools. 


+ 


In case of Matiali block parental support is present for most of the cases (90%). However, in 
Madarihat block only 35% students are encouraged by their guardians to attend schools 
regularly. This factor might be one of the leading reasons for poor and irregular attendance at 
both primary and upper primary stages in this block, as is evident from Tables 31 A and 31 B. 
Majority of the guardians of Madarihat block say that they do not have sufficient money to 
buy materials necessary for their children’s studies. Others feel that education is not needed and 
moreover, does not have link with earning for livelihood. 

Guardians of 50% of the children interviewed in Malbazar, Matiali, Madarihat and Kalchini 
blocks say that they lack money to buy stationery for their wards. 

In Nagrakata block, guardians of 70% children feel that the children are more needed to 
increase the income of their families. 

In Kalchini block, guardians offer the following reasons for not being able to support their 
children's education _ education is unnecessary, inability to buy stationery and the greater role to 
be played by the children in increasing the family income.

Language — The students of primary level in Malbazar block mentioned Bengali as their home 
language. In case of Nagrakata and Madarihat blocks the students’ responses revealed that Nepali, 
Hindi and Bengali are the languages used in their home. In Kalchini block *Sadri" has been 
mentioned by the students as their home language. However, no significant demand from the 
students has been received for change in their school language. 


Subject preferred - In case of primary level no significant variation has been found among 
students in their preference for particular subjects. But in most of the cases the students mentioned 
Bengali as their first choice. In 2096 cases on an average students did not mention the name of 
other subjects. 

The students at the upper primary level have not shown any significant indication about 
their choice of subjects. Here too, the students have mentioned Bengali language, sometimes along 
with English, as their favourite subject. Further, subjects like Science, Geography and History are 
found to be interesting by them. In few cases Mathematics has been excluded from their list of 
favourite subjects. 


Private Tuition - The issue of private tuition has been raised in front of the students. It was found 
that both in primary and upper primary levels the students admitted receiving the support of private 
tutors. The range of getting the help of private tutors varies from 7896 to 9396 for each of the five 
blocks covered under this survey. The students generally go to the tutors’ place for studying (82%). 
A few students (1896) informed that tutors come to their residence to teach them. No particular 
cases have been found to show that school- teachers are private tutors. Few students, particularly at 
the primary level mentioned that they prepare their studies with the help of their elder siblings. The 
fees of the private tutors varied from Rs. 30/- to Rs. 150/-, and in some cases fees are not even 
paid. 
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b) REASONS OF DROPOUT 


The VEC members in Malbazar, Matiali and Nagrakata blocks pinpoint engagement in 
household chores as the major reason for dropout. In Madarihat block great distance of 
school appears to be the major deterrent to regular attendance and in Kalchini block 
engagement in family occupation is the major reason for dropout. 

Interestingly, most of guardians state that the major reason for dropout in Matiali, 
Madarihat, Nagrakata and Kalchini is their wards` lack of interest in studies. 

The guardians of Malbazar block alone support the view of VEC members in that 
children are forced to stay away from schools owing to their engagement in household 
chores. 

The VEC members and guardians of Nagrakata block differ in their views on 
migration being one of the major reasons for causing dropout. 

(Reference — Tables 3 and 26) 


c) REGULARITY OF ATTENDANCE 


Of all the blocks, the students of both primary and upper primary levels are most irregular 
in Madarihat block. The primary reason emerges to be great distance of schools at primary 
level and performance of household chores at the upper primary level. This block also 
depicts taking care of domestic animals at both the levels and repeated failures in 
examinations at the upper primary level as factors that make children stay away from 
schools. 

Performing of household chores and taking care of siblings are the two main reasons 
contributing to irregularity in attendance in all the blocks. 

Lack of family support is one of the reasons for irregular attendance in Malbazar and 
Kalchini blocks at the primary level and in Matiali block at the upper primary level. 
(Reference — Tables 31 A and 31 B) 


3. Quality of Education 


In order to assess the quality of education imparted in these blocks, some indicators were 


taken into consideration. The findings about these indicators can be summarized as follows- 


a) AVAILABILITY OF FACILITIES 


Availability of facilities like toilets, girls’ toilets, drinking water and ramps were considered in 
Table-4. It can be seen from the table that: 


Nagrakata block has the highest percentage of schools that have toilets and also girls’ 
toilets. This block shows high percentage of schools with drinking water facility as well. 
Kalchini block shows lowest percentage of schools with toilets, girls’ toilets and drinking 
water. 

In Madarihat block the least percentage of schools with ramp facility. The reasons are 
noted on the same page. 


SUMMARY OF THE FINDINGS 


The findings сап be arranged on the basis of the three pillars of ЕҒА, namely, 


i. Universal enrolment 
H. Universal retention 
iii. Quality Education 


1. Enrolment 


The percentage of enrolment of ST boys and girls is highest among all categories in all the 
blocks at the primary level, especially in Matiali block. 

The percentage of enrolment of ST boys decreases sharply at upper primary level in Matiali 
block. 

The percentage of enrolment of ST girls also goes down dramatically in all the blocks at 
the upper primary level, except in Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks. 

Percentage of enrolment of SC girls goes up at the upper primary level in Malbazar, Matiali 
and Madarihat block but goes down in Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks. In case of boys 
decrease of percentage at the upper primary level occurs in Matiali and Madarihat blocks. 
The enrolment of boys belonging to general category increases or remains almost the same 
at the upper primary level. This applies to girls’ enrolment too but for Malbazar block. 
Enrolment of both minority girls and boys increases significantly at the upper primary level 
in Matiali block. 

The total enrolment is much higher in class VIII than in class V. This can be explained by 
the fact that in a particular area, the number of upper primary schools is much less than that 
of primary schools. Therefore, several primary schools feed one high school. 

In Madarihat block, the total enrolment increases in class VIII, whereas other blocks show 
steady decrease in enrolment from class V to class VIII. 

(Reference — Tables 9 to 11) 


2. Retention 


a) DROPOUT 


° At the primary level, maximum dropouts are seen among ST boys and girls in all the blocks 


except Nagrakata block. 

Percentage of dropout of SC boys and girls increases sharply at the upper primary in all 
blocks except Kalchini block. 

The percentage of dropout among ST boys and girls comes down at the upper primary level 
in all the blocks save in Nagrakata block 

Nagrakata block depicts largest percentage of dropout for minority boys and girls. 

In case of general boys, the dropout at the upper primary level increases in Matiali, 
Madarihat and Kalchini blocks. For girls, the dropout increases in Matiali, Nagrakata and 
Kalchini blocks. 


(Reference - Tables 12 to 15) 
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Table-5 shows data on the presence of playgrounds, organization of annual sports and cultural 

activities and formation of PTA / MTA. In this table we can see that 

e On an average 70% of the schools of the 5 blocks have PTAs / MTAs, the highest 
percentage (83%) being seen in Malbazar block. 

е The scenario of organising cultural activities is not very heartening. Only about 43% of the 
schools on an average organise cultural activities in the five blocks. 

e Тһе percentage of schools having playgrounds varies from 57% (Madarihat) to 87% 
(Matiali). But in Matiali block, only 20% of the schools organise annual sports meet 
because of the undulating terrain of the block and also because the meets are held at the 
CLRC level. 


b) TRAINED TEACHERS 


Table-6 shows the percent of trained teachers in the 125 schools of the 5 blocks surveyed. 
Table-7 provides information on the percentage of the number of teachers belonging to each 
category. Table-8, deals with the percentage of number of teachers in a particular category. The 
highlights of these three tables are: 

е The lowest percentage of trained teachers is seen in Nagrakata block (32%). This is 
apparently due to flexibility in the recruitment criteria of SC / ST teachers. The highest 
percentage of trained teachers can be seen in Malbazar block (7094). 

* The major part of trained teaching personnel is made up of male teachers belonging to 
general category. 

е The overall percentage of trained female teachers is higher in all the blocks. The exceptions 
are found in the cases of SC female teachers of Madarihat, Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks, 
and also among ST female teachers of Nagrakata and Kalchini blocks. 


০) ACHIEVEMENT LEVEL OF THE STUDENTS: 


The scores secured by children of the 125 schools under the survey in the school annual 
examinations were recorded from the respective schools. Although class V comes under the 
purview of WBBPE, the classes are held in high schools. Therefore, the achievement of students of 
class V is considered along with the students of classes VI-VIII. The main features that arise from 
the data collected are: 

е The maximum percent of students of classes I-IV secure C (5196-6596), D (3696-5096) and 

E (2095-3596) Grades. 

° In case of students of classes V-VIII, the maximum percentage score C (3496-6096) and D 

(less than 34%) Grades. 

е The details of the findings can be referred to at pages 33-38.

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Limitations of the Study and Scope for further Research 


The present study primarily aimed at presenting the educational scenario in the five 
selected blocks in the context of Universalisation of Elementary Education. A deeper study is 
called for to provide answers to the questions that have arisen from the analysis of the data 
collected during the survey. Some examples of such questions are given below: 


= An increase in total enrolment in class УШ is seen in Madarihat block, while in the 
other four blocks total enrolment steadily decreases from class V to class VIII. 

= Of all the five blocks, Nagrakata block shows the lowest percentage of dropouts of 
ST boys and girls at the primary level (36% and 34% respectively) but highest 
percentage at the upper primary level (62% and 49% respectively). 

This trend is seen despite the fact that enrolment of ST girls increases at the 
upper primary level in this block and this block has the highest percentage of 
schools with toilets and girls’ toilets, and also drinking water facility. 

The data reveal some interesting information as well. The lowest percentage of 
trained teachers is seen in Nagrakata block (3296). Moreover, less than half the 
number of parents surveyed in this block (4196) can afford to buy stationery for 
their wards. 

Thus the plausible reason for the odd trend regarding dropouts among ST boys 
and girls may be poverty that overrides all other amenities and opportunity. The 
enrolment of ST girls probably increases due to special enrolment drives and 
incentives but poverty forces these girls to divert their attention from education 
towards earning of livelihood.
